For tliis, we were fOimdly criticized. Most of the 
Criticism seemed to stem from the feeling that the 
Kernel, as a newspaper for all the students, should 
not take sides in an issue such as the SGA election. 

We accepted this criticism thoughtfully, and at- 
tempted to evaluate for ourselves its validity. 

We came to the conclusion that the Kernel, while 
certainly a student puhlication, is nevertheless a 
newspaper. And we don't think any newspaper 
worth its salt can afford to remain neutral in its 
editorial policy on any issue which directly allects 
the vast majority of its readers. Independent, cer- 
tainly. But neutral, never. 

With this in mind.Vc have attempted to evaluate 
the candid; ites. particularly those for the Assembly's 
two highest offices; the parties; end the platforms of 
these parties. 

We hclieve, earnestly and sincerely, that the 
party which can do most for SC.A-can most bene* 
fit the populace of the University of Kentucky-is 

tin- students' Party. 

We believe this without misgivings, without 
h e sitati o n , without equivocation. 

We say this with the acute realization that in 
Stan Chauvin, the Constitutionalist Party has one 
of the most ahle campaigners this campus has ever 
seen. 

Chauvin is a good man— one who certainly would 
bring no discredit to the office he seeks. Hut Dave 
Ravencraft is also a good man— and Havencraft has 
the additional advantage of being hacked In what 
we firmly be li e v e is the more progressive, the more 
forward looking party <>f the two. 

We cannot, with any degree* of rationalization, 
disassociate the candidates from the parties they 
represent— we cannot isolate the parties from the 
platforms they advocate.

And we believe that upon close examination, the 
greater strength of Students' Party can be clearly 
seen.

We certainly would not set ourselves up as fudges 
of all student behavior, nor would we mora lize, 
since to do so would fall in the realm of hypocrisy. 
Neither do xve preach abstinence from all but 
deadly serious pursuits, since to lead such a life 
would foredoom an early grave, in all probability. 

Hut xve xxould, in passing, xxonclcr at [list xxhat 
point "schoolboy pranks' cease to be pranks and 
fall into the cat e gory of xx illful destruction. 

It is Very probable that Dean ot Men Leslie L. 
Martin unwittingly set the tone for the students' 
attitude xxhen, in speaking of the bomb incident in 
Donovan Hall last January, he said the- perpetrators 
of the incident were "essentially good boys" xxho 
tried to "make a big firecracker for the thrill." 

But xxi' find it a little difficult to blame Martin 
t(X) much, since he may have been a little gun-shy 
due to the epithets of "authoritarian" xxhich have 
been hurled at him from all sides practically since 
he assumed his present post. 

Indeed, xve find it hard to affix the blame squarely 
on any ones shoulders for the collective student 
shoulde r shrugging xxhich invariably follows such 
"pranks" as ripped chairs, lorn doxxn towel racks, 
false fire alarms (xx hich seem to occur xx ith astonish- 
ing regularity at Donoxan Hall) and fires set in 
strategically placed waste paper baskets- a fair 
sampling of the "more humorous" incidents xxhich 
have occurred in our men's residence halls since 
the opening of scltool.
